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Council Vetos Special Exception 
For Extra Greenbriar Apartments

By unanimous vote, Greenbelt city council last Monday night 
recommended to the county zoning authorities disapproval of the 
request of the Greenbriar owners for a special exception permit¬ 
ting construction of 2- and 3-bedroom apartments in excess of the 
number allowed by the zoning ordinance. It also recommended 
denial of the parking waiver that accompanied the special excep¬ 
tion, This action was taken in anticipation of a county council 
hearing scheduled on these matters for Wednesday (July 14), 


Many arguments were advanced 
by councilmen and members of the 
audience (which numbered almost 
100) against the special exception, 
but the factors that seemed to 
weigh most heavily in the council’s 
decision were 

(1) lack of guarantees that the 
project, which is to be located on 
82+ acres on the eastern and wes¬ 
tern ends of the Smith-Ewing 
North tract east of the Baltimorc- 
Washington Parkway, will contain 
the features promised by the own¬ 
ers, Greenbriar Associates (Alan L, 
Jerome D„ and Stanley G. Kay). 

(2) fears that the special excep¬ 
tion would increase the population 
density and the traffic problem, 
and overtax the recreational and 
parking facilities planned for the 
project. 

(3) failure of the Maryland Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission to require the develop¬ 
er to dedicate 10 percent of the 
project area <8 acres) as open 
space under the county “manda¬ 
tory dedication ordinance.” 

The developer, bolstered by tes¬ 
timony from planners, engineers 
and architects, attempted to over¬ 
come the objections, but the coun¬ 
cil attitude seemed to be that too 
much was being asked for at one 
time, too fast. In addition to the 
special exception and the parking 
waiver, the developer had indicate- 
ed that he would be proposing a 
relaxation of the building line set¬ 
back adjacent to NASA,, a change 
in the elementary school site, and 
an alternate, more costly, sewage 
plan for the project. 

Developer’s Case 

The gist of the argument made 
by Richard Schifter, representing 
the owners, was that the special 
exception is needed to assure de¬ 
velopment of Greenbriar as a lux¬ 
ury-type, high-quality, project. Un¬ 
der the present bedroom ordinance, 
50% of the units must be 1-bed¬ 
room units, 40% 2-bedroom units, 
and 10% 3-bedroom units, with dens 
and family rooms counted as bed¬ 
rooms. 

The developer is proposing a 
modification that would permit 31% 
1-bedroom apartments, 48% 2-bed¬ 
room apartments, and 21% 3-bed¬ 
room apartments, with dens and 
family rooms not counted as bed¬ 
rooms. According to the developer, 
this would mean 374 1-bedroom 
units, 574 2-bedroom units and 245 
3-bedroom units. Under the exist¬ 
ing ordinance, the number of units 
would be 596-477-120, respectively. 

The special exception is sought 
Schifter said, to make it possible 
for the project to attract tenants 
willing to pay high rents by offer¬ 
ing certain amenities such as large- 
size units with dens and family 
rooms. Cutting down the number 
of one-bedroom apartments will 
assure a stable residential popula¬ 
tion. “A high turnover rate de¬ 
tracts from the quality of the de¬ 
velopment, tends to result in the 
tenants exercising less care in the 
use of common facilities, thus 
making it more difficult to main¬ 
tain the luxury character of the 
project, Schifter declared. The 
special exception is also needed 
to assure the loan commitment, he 
added. 

Schifter observed that the bed¬ 


room ordinance was originally ad¬ 
opted by the county in 1968 to dis¬ 
courage the expansion of Federal¬ 
ly-subsidized housing projects with 
their large number of 2 and 3-bed¬ 
room apartments. Obviously, he 
said, the ordinance is not directed 
at a luxury-type project such as 
Greenbriar. 

Luxury-type Project 

Greenbriar is called a luxury- 
type project because of the follow¬ 
ing features: apartments with fam¬ 
ily rooms, large patios, fully equip¬ 
ped kitchens which include wash¬ 
ers and dryers in each unit, com¬ 
munity building, and outdoor rec¬ 
reation facilities including a swim¬ 
ming pool, tennis courts, softball 
fields, and play areas. 

Schifter said that this type ap¬ 
artment will be of benefit to the 
city of Greenbelt, not only because 
it will attract a stable residential 
population, but because of the tax 
revenue that will accrue to the city. 
He quoted estimates from city man¬ 
ager James K. Giese that in the 
first few years of the project the 
city can expect to receive a net 
benefit of about $75,000 in tax reve¬ 
nue (after deducting the cost of 
city services provided the project). 
Schifter also mentioned the advan¬ 
tages to the city of having among 
its residents families whose rela¬ 
tively high income will yield in¬ 
creased State income taxes which 
are shared with municipalities. 

The council had before it recom¬ 
mendations by the MNCPPC Tech¬ 
nical Staff, the city’s Parks and 
Recreation Advisory Board, and 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. for denial 
of the special exception. The major 
reasons given concerned fears that

BULLETIN 

After an all-day hearing at 
which the only witnesses heard 
were the representatives of 
MNCPPC and the Greenbriar 
project, the county council, sit¬ 
ting as the District Council, yes¬ 
terday recessed the special ex¬ 
ception hearing until Tuesday, 
August 10. 

One new development was a 
disclosure by the developer, Alan 
Kay, that he was entering nego¬ 
tiations with the Greenbelt city 
council regarding the dedication 
of landdx> the city for additional 
baseball and football fields. “It 
will be either 5 acres of land 
or equavalent money and it will 
be in addition to the fee in lieu 
of dedication required by the 
county ordinance,” he said. “It 
appears that the people of 
Greenbelt feel that the project 
does not contain enough facili¬ 
ties of this kind, though our pro¬ 
ject has more recreation than 
any other in Prince Georges 
county.” 

the recreational and other public 
facilities proposed for the project 
would not be ample to accommo¬ 
date the increased density proposed 
by the special exception. The Tech¬ 
nical Staff had estimated that the 
increase in total number of bed¬ 
rooms under the exception would 
be from 1,910 to 3,778 (counting 
dens and family rooms as bed¬ 
rooms). 

Schifter contended that the in¬ 
crease in the number of bedrooms 
for the 1,193-unit project would 
really only be from 1,910 to 2,257, an 
increase of 18 percent, because the 
family rooms and dens should not 
be counted as bedrooms. The fam¬ 
ily rooms are simply extensions of 
the kitchen room and are not suit¬ 
able as bedrooms, he said. 

Desire Low Density 

But the main point made by 
Schifter was that the developer is 
also interested in keeping densitv 
low and not having the dens used 
as sleeping quarters, as overcrowd¬ 
ing would destroy the character of 
the development. The developer, 
he said, intends to impose lease re¬ 
strictions limiting the number of 
residents of one-bedroom apart¬ 
ment to two adults, of a two-bed- 
room apartment to two adults and 
two children and a three-bed room 
apartment to two adults and three 
children. Furthermore, this require¬ 
ment will be a condition for grant¬ 
ing the exception, which then can 
be legally enforced by the county. 
Thus, the developer will, by con¬ 
trolling the number of persons who 
may live in any one apartment, 
prevent the use of the family 
rooms or the dens as bedrooms, 
Schifter said. 

Schifter stressed that with these 
legally enforceable occupancv lim¬ 
itations, the number of people liv¬ 
ing at Greenbriar would be less 
than if the tract were developed 
as an ordinary R-30 apartment pro¬ 
ject. It was noted that the density 
under the present zoning ordinance 
could be as much as 4,350, whereas 
the Prince Georges County Plan¬ 
ning Board is recommending a 
3,400 population limitation as part 
of the special exception for Green¬ 
briar. 

Reaction 

Members of the audience and 
council were not sure how 
able these occupancy limitations 
would be, especiallv, as councilman 
Joel Katz said, if the housing mar¬ 
ket should sour and the vacancy

As Greenbelt Mayor 

Richard R. Pilski was sworn in as Greenbelt’s fifteenth mayoi 
at Monday’s council meeting. He succeeds Edgar L. Smith who 
resigned to accept appointment as judge of the District Court of 
Maryland. Pilski was first appointed to council in 1963 and then 
was elected on his own in 1965. He was reelected in 1967 and 1969. 


The council voted not to fill the 
council vacancy because of the 
short period of time left to the next 
council election which is scheduled 
for September 21. Pilski voted 
against the motion. 

Read at the meeting was Smith’s 
letter of resignation. Smith took 
note of the many changes and ac¬ 
complishments that have taken 
place since he first started serving 
the city in 1959. The principal 
challenge, he said, has been to 
maintain the many unique quali¬ 
ties of the city that have resulted

Prince Georges County District 
court plans to open a courtroom 
in the Greenbelt Municipal Build¬ 
ing beginning Monday, July 19, at 
10 a.m.

Judge Thomas Brooks 
will probably preside at first, 
though plans call for judges to 
rotate. Court proceedings will take

According to city manager James 
G, Giese, a court located in the city 
will be a convenience to residents 
and the Police Department. Po¬ 
licemen will no longer have to tra¬ 
vel to Hyattsville where they have 
spent many hours waiting to ap¬ 
pear, Although the Greenbelt court 
is temporary, it may be set up as a 
permanent court at a later date.

in its being an outstanding place 
to live. He felt that the city had 
achieved substantial success in this 
goal. (See accompanying box). 

Because of the three hours de¬ 
voted at Monday’s meeting to the 
Greenbriar project, the council de¬ 
cided to postpone most of its agen¬ 
da for a special meeting this Mon¬ 
day, July 19. The ony items dealt 
with on Monday concerned water 
pollutants, appointment of indoor 
swimming pool committee, adop¬ 
tion of a municipal code and fees 
for its sale, a petition from Univer¬ 
sity Square apartments for con¬ 
crete speed bumps, and a request 
from Golden Age Club for reduc¬ 
tion in fees for refuse collections. 

On the ordinance which would 
prohibit the disposal of water pol¬ 
lutants into the city’s storm drain¬ 
age system, the council was about 
to pass the measure when a hassle 
arose over a suggestion by a Parks 
and Recreation Advisory Sub-Com¬ 
mittee that the enforcement sec¬ 
tion be beefed up to permit the of¬ 
fender to be assessed the cost of 
damages and clean-up. Because of 
the pressure of other business on 
the agenda, the proposed ordinance 
was tabled to the next meeting. 

A committee to advise the city 
on the phrasing of a referendum 
question on city construction of an 
indoor swimming pool was appoint¬ 
ed by Mayor Pilski. The appoin¬ 
tees were Dave Conley, Leonie 
Penney, Charles Schwan, Steve Po- 
laschik, and Joe Costa. 

The council passed an ordinance 
adopting the printed copies of the 
city’s code of local laws and city 
charter prepared by the Michic 
Company. The council also deter¬ 
mined that the code be sold for 
$15, plus the cost of the binder 
which is $6.75. Copies of amend¬ 
ments will cost 25c per page. 

After hearing complaints about 
cars that short cut and speed 
through the lot at University Square 
Apartments between West way Road 
and Lakeside Drive, the council 
suggested that the city offer its 
services to the management in seek¬ 
ing a solution to the problem. 
Speed bumps and signs had been 
suggested as a means of slowing 
down traffic. 

Council asked city manager Gi¬ 
ese to come up with his recom¬ 
mendations on providing elderly 
people a reduction in waste collec¬ 
tion charges. It was also suggested 
that the citv check into the mat¬ 
ter of whether one-member famil¬ 
ies were also overpaying for serv¬ 
ices. 


Smith Statement 

Following are excerpts from Mayor Smith’s resignation letter 
of July 5 outlining what he believes to be the main accomplish¬ 
ments of the city during his tenure in office . 

“Our problems and battles were many. We faced unresponsive 
and unconcerned elected and appointed officials in many places. We 
opposed developers whose interests were strongly divergent from ours. 
Twice we took our case to the highest court in the state. The issues 
are still well known. The Master Plan. The location of a high school. 
Zoning revisions. Land development practices. Covenants and agree¬ 
ments. While we were not always successful and while there are 
still many problems relating to the growth and development of the 
city which remain unresolved, we have achieved a substantial decrease 
in the density of development which will occur in Greenbelt, and we 
have brought about a considerable change in the attitude and thinking 
of those county officials who must make the decisions which vitally 
affect our city. Greenbelt’s voice is now heard throughout the county 
and listened to with respect. 

“As to physical accomplishments of the city during the time I 
have served, I believe the most important action to be the institution 
in 1965 of a land acquisition program which resulted in the preserva¬ 
tion of Greenbelt Lake as a public park, and the acquisition of fifty- 
five acres of land with the assistance of federal matching funds. Also 
of particular significance was the approval in 1968 of a major capital 
improvement program, still in progress, which has resulted in the 
reconstruction of Southway, the construction of Gentry Drive to 
serve Springhill Lake, the construction of additions to the Youth 
Center and the Fire Station, the purchase of the Holy Cross Lutheran 
Church property on Ridge Road, and the planning of a recreation 
center soon to be constructed in Springhill Lake. Other improvements 
to the city include the reconstruction of the swimming pool, the con¬ 
struction of a new public works facility, the reconstruction of Parkway 
Road and Laurel Hill, the connecting of Greenhill Road to Hillside, and 
major curb construction and street widening in several locations as 
well as major street resurfacing.” 
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Edgar L. Smith 
10 Years of Service 

Edgar L. Smith's resignation as Mayor of Greenbelt marks the 
end of ten years of service on city council, more than six of which 
he has served as mayor. First elected to council in 1959, he chose 
not to run in 1961. When he ran again in 1963, he received the 
highest vote and was chosen mayor by his colleagues. He then 
was elected for three more terms, and as top vote-gatherer in 1965 
and 1967 was chosen again to serve as mayor. 

When Edgar Smith's first term as mayor began in 1963, the 
Pity, already lured by the siren songs of those who argued that the 
salvation of Greenbelt lies in development of the vacant land, was 
entering a period of growth and transition. New subdivisions — 
Springhill Lake, Charlestowne Village, Boxwood Village, and Lake¬ 
side North — had sprung up to supplement the New Deal Green¬ 
belt town. 

This growth was soon accompanied by citizen disillusionment 
as developers disregarded covenants and fought master plans that 
were intended to restrict density and provide for orderly develop¬ 
ment. During the next few years, Greenbelt's attempts to stem 
the tide of high density development were only partly successful, 
as county zoning authorities and the courts repeatedly ruled against 
Greenbelt. 

Yet throughout this period of trial and tribulation. Mayor Smith's 
adherence to the concept of Greenbelt as a low-density planned 
residential community remained steadfast. Even when the odds 
and pressures were greatest, he could be counted on to stand up for 
the public interest. By his example, he mustered a majority on 
council and helped to consolidate community support in favor of 
the original goals of Greenbelt. During the last few years, most 
of these efforts were crowned with success, as the College Park- 
Greenbelt Master Plan was adopted and the frantic growth of new 
developments in Greenbelt subsided. 

A not insignificant quality which made citizens responsive to 
Mayor Smth’s leadership was his ability to preside over a city 
council meeting. With calmness and firmness, he kept discussions 
within reasonable bounds; everyone was assured of having his say; 
and at the end one could normally be assured of action of some type. 

No headline-seeker, Mayor Smith’s quiet, effective manner 
instilled confidence and the public responded by electing him to 
council five times. We wish him well in his new career as District 
Court Judge.

$1,600,000 Grant to WSSC 

Rep. Larry Hogan (R-Md.) an¬ 
nounced on July 8 that the Wash¬ 
ington Suburban Sanitary Com¬ 
mission has been awarded a $1,591,- 
133 grant for expansion of its wes¬ 
tern branch water waste treatment 
plant in Prince Georges County. 

Hogan reported that the grant 
from the Environmental Protection 
Agency is designed to increase its 
plant treatment capacity to 30 mil¬ 
lion gallons daily. The Congress¬ 
man added that the newest grant, 
coupled with earlier EPA grants 
totalling $509,877, brings the cur¬ 
rent federal contribution for the 
WSSC’s plant expansion to slightly 
more than $2.1 million. 

The entire cost of the plant ex¬ 
pansion has been estimated at $8,- 
828,000, according to Congressman 
Hogan, The anticipated comple¬ 
tion date is January. 1973.

GHI Members Pepper 
Board With Questions

It was a typically warm summer evening last July 8 that 
saw some 15 or 20 people turn out to attend a not very unusual 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., board of directors meeting. Included in 
the audience were several members of the Greenbelt Mutual Home 
Owners Association (who first emerged into existence during the 
May elections) as well as the three audit committee and other 
GHI members. 


The board unanimously went on 
record as opposing the special ex¬ 
ceptions on the Greenbriar apart¬ 
ment project and to notify the 
City Council and the District Coun¬ 
cil of its position. Specifically, GHI 
objected to the waiving of the part 
of the ordinance which would al¬ 
low the developer to refrain from 
counting the den as a bedroom. 

Members Participate 

From the audience, Ed Devon¬ 
shire wanted to know the cost per 
year for hot water and the condi¬ 
tion of the hot water lines. Mana¬ 
ger Roy Breashears stated that the 
cost varied from year to year. Also, 
the copper lines for the brick hom¬ 
es were in good condition, but some 
of the galvanized lines for the 
frame homes were being replaced. 
Devonshire then suggested that 
the corporation might save a great 
deal of money by installing an 
electric water heater in each home. 
Breashears replied that this ques¬ 
tion was one which the structural 
survey should answer. Devonshire 
was also instructed to present the 
idea to the maintenance committee 
of which he is a member. 

Another proposal suggested by 
Devonshire, the installation of out¬ 
door siding to replace painting of 
the homes, will also be a subject 
for the structural survey and the 
maintenance committee to consider 

Another member, Eunice Cox- 
on, then wanted to know if siding 
was going to replace the paint pro¬ 
gram (using various color schemes 
in a prearranged pattern) which she 
"had given many hours of my val¬ 
uable time” to producing. And 
Martha Hutzler stated that her on¬ 
ly interest in the corporation was 
seeing that a management audit 
was performed. 

Gordon Allen wanted to know 
why GHI was “dragging its feet 
on the heavy work” to be done on 
the townhouses. Breashears com¬ 
mented that there was no inten¬ 
tional slowdown, but that some¬ 
times there were more pressing 
demands on the maintenance men 
to work elsewhere. As far as he 
knew, Breashears further held, on¬ 
ly basement, sidewalk, and patio 
slab work remained to be complet¬ 
ed. 

In response to another member’s 
question about whether the mon¬ 
thly payments would be raised on 
January first, the board demurred 
on giving any final answer. Board 
members pointed out, however, that 
they hoped the membership would 
consider the deferred payment plan 
which would postpone any raise for 
about 75 families on low incomes 
until such time as they sold their 
homes, and then the corporation 
would recover the money owed. 

Other Business 

The board postponed acting on a 
probable increase in rent, to cover 
rising janitorial costs, the GDC 
apartment residents. The board 
will make its final decision follow¬ 
ing a meeting on July 22 of the 
GDC board. 

The board agreed to allocate $23 
for prizes and $10 for the queen in 
the Labor Day Festival after 
strong objection to the $10 by di¬ 
rector Katherine Keene, who felt 
that such contests contribute to 
perpetuating “only women’s capac¬ 
ities as breeders.” Unless there was 
a similar contest for men, she op¬ 
posed GHI’s sponsorship of a 
queen in the festival. 

Finally, the meeting ending with 
unbelievable speed at 9:30 p.m., 
Janet James complimented the 
work of the audit committee and, 
in particular, its chairman. Alex¬ 
ander Barnes, by saying “Alex is 
fantastic.”

Tip of the Month 

Richard Custer, Fire Marshal 

Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Dept. 

Of all the consequences of fire, 
burn injuries to the human body 
are perhaps the most costly in 
terms of personal anguish and suf¬ 
fering. The cost runs beyond that 
of the hospital and doctor bills. 
Disfigurement and permanent dis¬ 
ability often are the results of a 
serious burn. 

Although burn injuries are seri¬ 
ous under any condition, it is pos¬ 
sible, through prompt and correct 
action immediately following the 
injury to actually lessen the pain 
from the injury as well as reduce 
the damage potential of the burn. 
The mechanism involved in the 
burning of human tissue is basic¬ 
ally the same as that of cooking. 
The greater the degree of done¬ 
ness, the more serious the burn 
and the greater the possibility for 
permanent damage. Any good cook 
can tell you that a roast will con¬ 
tinue to cook after it has been re¬ 
moved from the oven. This same 
thing happens to human tissue af¬ 
ter the heat source has been re¬ 
moved from contact with the skin. 
It has been found that, in most 
cases, rapid and immediate cooling 
of the burned area with ice water 
or cool tap water can substantially 
reduce the depth of damage in the 
burned area. The cooling also re¬ 
duces pain, a major contributor to 
the shock which often accompanies 
serious bum injuries. Before trans¬ 
porting the injured person to the 
hospital or doctor, the burned area 
should be covered with a clean 
dressing. This will help to keep the 
burn clean, retain the body fluids 
in major burns, and reduce the 
pain from air contact with the 
damaged area. 

There are several things that 
should not be done when a person 
is burned. Never put grease, but¬ 
ter or similar materials on the burn 
without the direction of a physi¬ 
cian. In most cases, the ointments 
will have to be removed by person¬ 
nel at the hospital in order to as¬ 
sess the damage. Removal of these 
materials will cause additional 
pain and discomfort for the pa¬ 
tient. In cases where the burns 
are severe and the tissue is charred 
and there is clothing affixed to the 
wound, do not try to remove the 
clothing. This will only cause pain 
and open the wound. In such cas¬ 
es, it is a good idea to keep the 
burned area moist to prevent cloth¬ 
ing and dressings from sticking 
to the wound. 

Of course, the best treatment for 
burns is prevention. Care should 
be taken to keep open flames and 
hot objects out of reach of child¬ 
ren. Loose clothing should not be 
worn in the vicinity of open flames. 
Extreme care should be exercised 
when using gasoline or any other 
highly flammable material. Always 
read the labels on all household 
sprays and cleaning materials. 
Many of these are highly flam¬ 
mable (bug spray and hair spray 
for example). Don’t let a careless 
moment result in pain and disfig¬ 
urement for you or your family. 
Be aware . . , Take care . . .

rate rise. Otherwise, there wasn’t 
much quarrel with the goals of the 
developer, although Charles Mac- 
•Donald, speaking for Save Our Com¬ 
munity Committee, felt that the 
luxury-type development was not 
completely compatible with the ori¬ 
ginal purpose of Greenbelt to 
provide moderate-cost housing for 
white collar workers. 

Recreation Problems 
What apparently concerned most 
of the speakers were the recrea¬ 
tional and traffic problems posed 
by the project They were not 
satisfied that the recreational fa¬ 
cilities proposed would accommo¬ 
date the needs of the residents, 
pointing to the absence of baseball 
and football fields. 


will have to maintain it. Under 

the present plan, Greenbriar As¬ 
sociates will be maintaining all the 
green space. Giese in a memo to 
council noted that the developer 
will provide more recreational fa¬ 
cilities In relation to the number of 
units than any other apartment 
project in the city. 

Nevertheless, various aspects of 
the Greenbriar recreation plans 
were criticized. Rhea Cohen noted 
that the facilities such as the swim¬ 
ming pool and community building, 
instead of being centrally located, 
are located at one end of the pro¬ 
ject. The same comment was made 
with respect to the elementary 
school. It was pointed out that the 
city, MNCPPC, and the developer 
were still negotiating about the rec¬ 
reational facilities. 


f fo^veral dtl»ens alluded to the 
lack of ball fields in Springhill 
Lake" — a condition not easily ov¬ 
ercome because of little open space 
available. The lesson the speakers 
drew was obvious: Greenbriar 
should have open space available 
to meet future recreational needs. 

The developer observed that 
nearby schools will have ball fields, 
but several citizens pointed out 
that they are available only on a 
limited basis for nearby residents* 

Mandatory Dedication 

Many persons observed that the 
dedication of 8 acres of land for 
open space as required by the coun¬ 
ty mandatory dedication ordinance 
could take care of this problem. 
Councilwoman Elizabeth Maffay 
asked why MNCPPC chose to per¬ 
mit the developer to make a cash 
payment (equal to 5 percent of the 
assessed valuation of the tract) in 
lieu of the dedication and why the 
city wasn’t consulted on this de¬ 
cision. 

f Roy Cowell, a MNCPPC staff 
member, said that MNCPPC 
thought there might be legal prob¬ 
lems in having land dedicated to 
the city under a county ordinance. 
As for having the land dedicated 
to MNCPPC, he said there was also 
a legal question since the park 
authority within Greenbelt is the 
city. Mrs. Maffay couldn’t under¬ 
stand why it would be all right to 
have money granted to the city but 
not land under the ordinance. Coun¬ 
cilman Robert McGee wondered 
whether a “citizen’s suit” might 
come about to clarify the basis for 
the MNCPPC decision to waive the 
mandatory dedication. 

' Walter Bucher, Greenbriar arch¬ 
itect, made the point that if the 
8 acres are granted to the city, it 


Parking Waiver 

George A. Brugger, also repre¬ 
senting Greenbriar Associates, ex¬ 
plained that a parking waiver wae 
being sought because the present 
county ordinance requires that dens 
and family rooms be counted as 
bedrooms. He stated that if dens 
and family rooms were not coun¬ 
ted as bedrooms, the number of" 
parking spaces (2,020) asked for in 
the waiver would be more than 
what would be required under the 
ordinance (1,948). Some concern 
was expressed from the audience 
that these figures do not take into 
account the fact that more cars per 
unit can be expected in luxury-type 
apartments. 

Traffic 

In answer to inquiries about the 
traffic impact of the new project, 
James Honeycutt, traffic engineer 
for Greenbriar Associates, testified 
that the traffic generated by the 
new project would still leave Green- 
belt Road operating at 70 percent 
capacity. Mrs. Cohen took issue 
with the implication that traffic 
effects would be manageable. She 
said that Greenbriar must he con¬ 
sidered along with the new devel¬ 
opments south of Greenbelt Road 
such as Glen Ora apartments. Hon¬ 
eycutt said that third lanes on 
Greenbelt Road would be added 
with traffic lights at the project to 
expedite traffic. 

A few persons saw merits in the 
developer’s proposal Former May¬ 
or Edgar Smith in a letter to coun¬ 
cil said that he was concerned 
that denial of the special excep¬ 
tion would lead to the sale of the 
property and its development in 
less desirable form. He thought 
the Greenbriar proposal would dis¬ 
courage transiency, but he stressed 
that attention be devoted to park¬ 
ing problems.

Ricbard Pilski, who earlier had 
been sworn in as Greenbelt mayor, 
summed up the position of' coun¬ 
cil when be said that the project 
was “premature” in that the plans 
for handling traffic, parking and 
recreation were not firmed up. He 
also expressed concern that the 
mandatory dedication issue re¬ 
mained unsolved. 

As the discussion closed, both 
Goldfaden and Katz summed up a 
major issue: “Can we trust the de¬ 
veloper?” They noted that the' 
city’s experience with some develops 
ers has been bad, but with others? 
good, referring to Springhill Lake.

Holiday Schedule Revised 
For City Trash Collection 

A side-effect of the recent Con¬ 
gressional action establishing most 
national holidays on Mondays has 
been a revision of Greenbelt’s 
trash-collection schedule. Recogniz¬ 
ing the inequity for those on a 
Monday-Wednesday-Friday sched¬ 
ule, if they were always to lose a 
day’s pick-up but pay the same as 
the rest of the community, city 
officials have devised an alternat¬ 
ing schedule. 

According to this schedule, on 
every other holiday week in which 
the holiday falls on Monday, the 
Monday-Wednesday-Friday route 
will be picked up on Tuesday- 
Thursday-Saturday, or earlier if 
possible. The other route will be 
picked up on Wednesday and Fri¬ 
day, or earlier if possible. This 
reverse schedule will be used for 
Labor Day week, Veteran’s Day, 
and Memorial Day during the com¬ 
ing year. 

On the other three Monday holi¬ 
days Independence Day, Colum¬ 
bus Day, and Washington’s Birth¬ 
day — the Monday pick-up will be 
omitted from the Monday-Wednes¬ 
day-Friday route. (This practice 
already went into effect for the 
first of these holidays.) 

Information concerning this new 
alternating schedule was mailed to 
local residents in June with their 
quarterly bills for trash collection. 
GHI members have not yet receiv¬ 
ed the notice, however. 

Reminders of the schedule chan¬ 
ges will also be printed in the 
News Review before each holiday.
